HE Conference in Richmond today and tomorrow under the auspices 
of the Eastern Conference Committee of the National Woman’s Party 
should have two important and worthwhile results. First, owing to 


~ the extraordinary efforts put forward by the Virginia Branch, it should 


greatly increase the power and influence of the Woman’s Party in the South. 
And, secondly, because it is being held just three weeks in advance of the 
National Convention, in New York, it should increase the attendance and 
interest in this great annual gathering of members from all over the country. 


Conferences afford ample opportunity for the discussion of local problems, | 
For instance, in Pennsylvania women serve on juries. The Virginia and 
Maryland Branches of the Party have done valiant service to secure the right 
of jury service for the women of those States, but so far their efforts have 
been frustrated. The contact with Party members from Pennsylvania should — 
be stimulating to those from nearby States in whose Legislatures jury-service- 
for-women bills will be introduced this winter. | 


The fact that both Democratic and Republican parties in Delaware and 
the Republican Party in Maryland have included full Equal Rights planks in 
their platforms should encourage Party members from other States to per- 
suade their own political organizations to take similar action. 


Discussion of local problems prepares the way for a better understanding 
of national questions, among them the Equal Rights Amendment, discrimina- 
tions in the NRA codes and the deplorable interstate compact on the minimum 
wage. It is only through such preliminary and preparatory work that the 
ground can be prepared for the cultivation of a really national viewpoint at 
annual conventions. 


Which Is the Greater Insult? 


HE Government Workers’ Council of the National Woman’s Party calls 
7 on all Party members to render assistance in a campaign which the 

Council is conducting for the repeal of Section 213 of the Economy Act, 
also known as the Married Persons’ Clause. 


This is an auspicious time, right before the Election, when candidates are 
anxious to please, to urge the repeal of this undesirable, unjust and un- 
American provision in the Act. It is assumed on good authority that the 
original purpose of the clause was to oust married women from government 
jobs in order to provide more jobs for men, and that it was only because of 
the expeditious and vigorous protest voiced by the Woman’s Party that the 
original phrasing was altered to the extent of substituting “married persons” 
for “married women.” Even so, women are the chief sufferers, for in cases 
where a husband and wife are employed by the Government and one must go, 
it is usually the wife who has the smaller salary and feels called upon to 
make the sacrifice. 


The Government Workers are asking each Party member to write to the 
Senatorial and Congressional candidates in her own district, and also to 
Senators and Representatives whose terms have not expired, urging their 
support in the effort that will be made to nullify Section 213. To candidates 
and office-holders alike, each such letter represents a vote, and a deluge of such 
letters from a recipient’s own constituents is a proof of public sentiment 


which he cannot afford to ignore. 


Pursuant to the letter-writing campaign, the Government Workers propose 
to conduct an aggressive follow-up in the shape of personal interviews with 
Senators and Representatives as soon as the new Congress convenes. 

Such work to be as effective and thorough-going as it must be to secure 
the repeal of Section 213 cannot be carried out without considerable expendi- 
ture. A fund for the purpose is being raised and donations are being asked 
from all who consider themselves outraged by the existence of this discrimina- 
tory and unjust legislation—a law that is contrary to public policy because 
in derogation of marriage and that violates the spirit upon which this Govern- 
ment was founded.

Sefior CrucHaca (Minister of Foreign 
Affairs)—Discussion of the status of 
women was initiated in the V Interna- 
tional Conference of American States as- 
sembled in Santiago in 1923. At that time 
it was recommended that governments 
study the means of abolishing the Consti- 
tutional and legal incapacities of women 
and revision of their civil laws with a 
view to modifying provisions which estab- 
lish inequality of rights by reason of sex. 

The VI International Conference of 
American States which met in Havana 
in 1928 created an Inter American Com- 
mission of Women, charged with the duty 
of preparing the necessary juridical in- 
formation so that the VII Conference 


which met in Montevideo in December of 


last year, might take up the study of the 
civil and political equality of women. 

This Commission was called together 
by the Government of Cuba in February 
1930 and adopted a resolution designed to 
obtain an international convention setting 
down that there was to be no distinction 
based on sex in the law and practice 
relating to nationality. 

The Conference for the Codification of 
International Law, in which I had the 
honor to take part as delegate of Chile, 
met at the Hague in 1930. It was called 
together under a resolution of the Coun-

fore the proper Commission [on Nation- 
ality]. The voice of a Chilean woman, 
Sefiora Marta Vergara, pleading for equal 


rights in nationality, was heard with 


satisfaction by this great Assembly. 

Two major tendencies became apparent 
in the Commission on Nationality; one 
which wanted equality in nationality for 
married women; and another which 
wanted maintained the principle that the 
married woman must take the nationality 
of her husband. | 

The Chilean Delegation backed by the 
complete equality which the Constitution 
of the Republic gives to persons of both 
sexes in the matter of nationality, sup- 
ported the just demands of women, to 
which end it presented two formule; na- 
tionality is independent of civil status 
and the resolution approved by the Inter 
American Commission of Women to which 
I have referred. This latter formula was 
presented by express request of this Com- 
mission which honored us with the mis- 
sion of making vocal their resolution. 

This second proposal met with the sym- 
pathy of the greater part of the delega- 
tions and was approved in the following 
form: “There shall be no distinction 


_ based on sex in law and practice relating 


to nationality.” 


In examining the history of the ques- 
tion of nationality of married women, it 
can be stated that juridical inequality 
based on sex, in this matter, is tending 
to disappear and the contrary principle 
is on the road to success, above all in our 
continent. 


Thereafter, the Assembly of the League 
of Nations concerned itself with this ques- 
tion in many of its sessions and the Coun- 
cil of the League also took an interest in 
the matter. The Delegation of Chile in 
Geneva has always defended the principle - 
of juridical equality of both sexes in na- 
tionality matters. 

During the VII Panamerican Confer- 


ence, which convened recently in Monte- 


video and in which was adopted the Con- 
vention now pending before Congress for 
consideration, a Chilean delegate was 
chairman of the work of the sub-commis- 
sion which studied the question of politi- 
cal and civil equality for women, one of 
the results of which, is, asta de said 
convention. 


I wanted to make this explanation of 
antecedents of this matter to prove two 
things: that the present Convention is the 
fruit of careful and continued studies of 
the problem, and that it fits in with the 
unvarying rule of our policy in this 
matter. 

As I have already said in the Message 
by which this Convention was submitted 
to you for legislative approval and in my 
present exposition, the principle of equal- : 
ity of the sexes in nationality conforms 
completely with our positive legislation. _ 

It is not necessary to insist that this 
Convention refers exclusively to nation- 
ality. 

The proposals which have been made 
in various international meetings to estab- 
lish equality of civil and political rights 
for men and women have been the object 
of no resolution [sic] up to this time. 
It has been observed in this respect that 
the problem requires very profound study, 
since the matter is related to the differ- 
ent national, social and cultural condi-

tions in which woman’s life is developing. 
Therefore, the Montevideo Conference 
limited itself to recommending to Govern- 
ments that they adopt measures, in so far 
as the peculiar circumstances of each 
country permit, to establish in their re- 
spective jurisdictions the maximum of 


equality between men and women. 

The ratification of this Convention by 
Chile will be a proof that our Govern- 
ment is acting consistently with the prin- 
ciples which it has upheld in international 
assemblies regarding the problem of the 
nationality of women.

Proposed Changes in Party Constitution 


MONG the business to be taken up 

A at the annual meeting of the Na- 

tional Woman’s Party, November 

16, 17 and 18, in New York, will be the 

consideration of a number of amendments 
to the Constitution of the Party. 

In order that our readers may study 
these proposed changes in advance and 
their probable effect on the government 
of the Party, we print them with the text 
of the Constitution, as follows: 


CONSTITUTION AND By-Laws 
OF THE 
NATIONAL WoMAN’s PARTY 


Adopted at National Convention, Colorado 
Springs, Colorado, July, 1927. 


(The National Woman’s Party was incorporated 
September 19, 1918, under Chapter XVIII, 
- Sub-Chapter III, of the Laws of the 
District of Columbia.) 


Artictn I: Name 
The name of this organization shall be 
Tur NATIONAL WOMAN’S PARTY. 


Articte II: Ossect 


The object of this organization shall be 
to secure for women complete equality 
with men under the law and in all human 
relationships. | 


ArticLteE III: 


Section 1. Membership shall be open 
to all women who support the object of 
this organization and comply with pro- 
visions for membership of State organi- 
zations, or of the National organization. 

Sec. 2. Members of the National Wom- 
an’s Party resident in any State may 
form a National Woman’s Party organi- 
zation for that State and there shall be 
only one State organization in each State. 

Sec. 3. Women residing in any State 
where no organization of the Woman’s 
Party exists may become members of the 
National Woman’s Party by the pay- 
ment of dues annually to the National 
Treasury, but in any State where a Na- 
tional Woman’s Party organization exists 
members of the Party residing in that 
State shall become members of the State 
organization, subject to its provisions for 
membership. 


ArticLe IV: OFrricers 


The officers of this organization shall 
consist of a President, an Advisory Chair- 
man, a Chairman and three Vice-Chair- 
men of the National Council hereinafter 
provided for; a Secretary and Treasurer, 
all of whom shall be chosen by ballot at 
the biennial National Convention and 
who shall hold office for a period of two 
years and until their successors are 
elected. Where there is but one nominee 
rs: an office, election may be by acclama- 

ion, 

‘The duties of such officers shall be such 
as the National Council shall designate 


and such other duties as are usually per- 
formed by such officers. 


ARTICLE V: NATIONAL COUNCIL 


There shall be a National Council, 
which shall consist of the officers and 
twenty-four members at large, who shall 
be chosen by ballot at the biennial Na- 


tional Convention; except, where there is 


but one nominee for an Office, election may 
be by acclamation; and the members of 
the National Council so chosen shall hold 
office for two years and until their suc- 
cessors are elected. 

The National Council shall have gen- 
eral charge of the affairs of the organiza- 
tion and direct its policy in the intervals 
between conventions. 

It shall appoint an Executive Secretary, 
all standing committees and all other 
committees, the appointment of which is 
not otherwise provided for; shall appoint 
Chairmen of the Occupational Councils 
and shall fill all vacancies in office. 

The National Council shall hold a meet- 
ing immediately following each National 
Convention and at such other times as the 
Council shall determine. 


ArTICLE VI: STANDING COMMITTEES 


There shall be the following standing 
committees: Finance, Congressional, En- 
dowment, Headquarters, Equal Rights 
Publication, International Relations, Or- 
ganization and such others as the Na- 
tional Council shall from time to time 
create. | 


Articte VII: OccupationaL CouNcILs 


There shall be the following Occupa- 
tional Councils, namely: Actresses, art- 
ists, authors, business, students, dentists, 
farmers, Government workers, home mak- 
ers, industrial, journalists, lawyers, li- 
brarians, ministers, musicians, nurses, 
pageant directors, physicians, play- 
wrights, poets, scientists, sculptors, social 
workers, teachers, and such others as the 
National Council shall from time to time 
designate. | 

The Occupational Councils shall work 
to remove the discriminations against 
women in their respective occupations. 
The members of each Occupational Coun- 
cil shall have direction of the Council’s 
activities,

INTERNATIONAL ADVISORY COUNCIL 

The National Council shall establish an 
International Advisory Council and lead- 
ing Feminists in other countries shall be 
invited to join it. 

ArticLte IX; Nationat CoNVENTION | 


_ A National Convention shall be held 


annually, the date and place to be deter- 
mined by the National Council. 

The voting body of the National Con- 
vention shall consist of the members of 
the National Council, Chairmen of State 
Organizations belonging to this organi- 
zation, Chairmen of Standing Commit- 
tees, Chairmen of Occupational Councils, 


Founders, Life Members, Sustainers, En- 
dowers and Delegates from State organi- 
zations, each State organization to be en- 
titled to one delegate for every twenty-five 
members. 

ARTICLE X: NATIONAL CONFERENCE | 

A conference of the National Council, 
of National, State and Local Committee 
members, Chairmen of Occupational Coun- 
cils, Founders, Life Members, Sustainers 
and Endowers shall be held in non-con- 
vention years at a place and date desig- 
nated by the National Council. 


ARTICLE XI: 


Section 1: Each State organization 
shall pay to the Treasury of the National 
organization before June Ist of each year 
twenty-five cents for each member belong- 
ing to such organization. Each State. 
organization shall determine the dues of 
its members. 

Sec. 2. Dues of women who become 
members of the National Woman’s Party 
otherwise than through the State organi- 
zations, shall be fixed by the National 
Council. 

Sec. 3. A member of the National 
Woman’s Party may become a National

Proposep CHANGES IN CONSTITUTION AND 
By-Laws oF THE NATIONAL — 
Woman’s Party 


The following changes in the Constitu- 
tion and By-Laws of the National Wom- 
an’s Party were recommended at _ the 
meetings of the National Woman’s Party 
held May 5 and 6, 1934, and September 
15, 1934. 


For the present Article III, Sections — 


2 and 3, substitute the following: Sections 
2, 3, and 4. 

“Article III, Section 2. Any group of 
women wishing to further the objects of 
this organization may form a branch of 
the National Woman’s Party, by submit- 
ting a constitution to the National Coun- 
cil and receiving the approval of that 
- Council. Upon such approval the branch 
shall become a part of the organization of 
the National Woman’s Party of the State 
in which it is organized. There shall be 
no more than one State organization in 
each State.” 

“Section 3. Members residing in any 
locality where no organization of the 
Woman’s Party exists may become mem- 
bers of the National Woman’s Party by 
the payment of dues annually to the Na- 
tional treasury.” | 

“Section 4. Nothing in these By-Laws, 
prevents the affiliation of a member of a 
branch outside her domicile.” 

In Article VI add the following new 
section : 

“Section 2, There shall be a permanent 
Investment and Endowment Fund Com- 
mittee, which shall have charge of the 
Woman’s Party investments. This com- 
mittee shall consist of the original mem- 
bers chosen by the National Council of 
the Woman’s Party, together with the 
members since added to this committee. 
This Investment and Endowment Fund 
Committee shall fill vacancies on the com- 
mittee and may add to its membership as 
it desires, provided that each new mem- 
ber is also approved by the National Coun- 
cil, and provided that any vacancy which 
remains unfilled for longer than six 
months shall be filled by the National 
Council. The Investment and Endowment 
Fund Committee shall have the right to 
open and carry accounts with banks and 
trust companies, and to rent safety de- 
posit boxes in the name of the Investment 
and Endowment Committee of the Na- 
tional Woman’s Party. It shall have the 
right to authorize members of the com- 
mittee to make deposits in and with- 
drawal from the account of the commit- 
tee and authorize members to have access 


to the safety deposit boxes of the com- 


mittee. The Investment and Endowment 
Fund Committee shall have charge of the 
National Headquarters Fund, created by 
Mrs. Belmont and the legacy left the Na- 
tional Woman’s Party by Mrs. Belmont 
in her will. It shall have control of the 
Capital Funds; shall make written re- 
ports to the National Council and to the

“Each State organization shall determine 
the dues of its members” and for Section 
2, substitute the following: 

“Section 2. A member of the National 
Woman’s Party may become a National 
Life Member by payment of $1,000 to the 
National Treasury; a National Sustainer 
by the payment of $5,000 to the National 
Treasury; a National Endower by the

payment of $5,000 to the National Treas- 
ury. The dues for other members shall be 
$1. payable to the local, State branch or 
Headquarters; $10 for active members, 
$2 of which to be sent to National Head- 
quarters.” 

In Article XVII, for “majority” sub- 
stitute “two-thirds.”

The following amendments to the Con- 
stitution are proposed by Edith Hough- 
ton Hooker in behalf of the Maryland 
Branch: 

ARTICLE [V 

“The officers of this organization shall 
be a President, three Vice-Presidents, a 
Recording Secretary, a Corresponding 
Secretary and a Treasurer, all of whom 
shall be chosen by ballot at the National 
Convention and who shall hold office for 
a period of one year or until their suc- 
cessors are elected. Where there is but 


_ one nominee for an office, election may be 


by oral vote. 
“The officers shall constitute the Execu- 
tive Committee of the organization and 


shall have general charge of the affairs 


of the organization in the intervals be- 
tween meetings of the National Council, 
subject to such limitations as the Conven- 
tion or the National Council shall pre- 
scribe.” 

ARTICLE V

ARTICLE IX 


Amend paragraph 2 to read, “the vot- 
ing body of the National Convention shall 
consist of members of the National Coun- 
cil, Chairmen of State organizations be- 
longing to this organization, Chairmen of 
Standing Committees, chairmen of the Na- 
tional Occupational Councils, Founders, 
Life Members, Sustainers, Endowers and 
Delegates from State organizations and 
National Occupational Councils, each 
State organization and each National Oc- 
cupational Council to be entitled to one 
delegate for every twenty-five members.”
